THE GRAPES OF DELANO 

Grape picking and survival in Delano. 
This was the subject all over Sacramento and 
the State of California in the last month. Why 
the pilgrimage to Sacramento and why the 
fight to unionize the farm workers? For 
years, the farm workers have no say as to 
what they are to get paid. No person would 
get up and lead. But one did get up and lead. 
Cesar Chavez, a sixth grade education and 
with a family of nine, decided it was about 
time to move and move he did. 

The road has been hard and rough and 
the goal is beginning to be reached. The 
Governor of this great state sympathizes 
with the farmer and cares little of the little 
man. He says that the farmer has had hard 
times. How about the worker ? ? 

The demand was made of him to meet 
the pilgrimage after marching 300 miles in 
25 days from Delano to Sacramento. He 
turned it down!!! Big Deal. I wish he had 
been at the Capitol Grounds and seen the 
emotional expression on the marchers as 
they stepped onto the concrete sidewalk and 
headed for the rostrom where thousands of 
people awaited their arrival. 

Order was held and with the help of 
members of the GI Forum from San Jose, 
Santa Clara, Merced, Union City, Pittsburg, 
Richmond and Oakland, a path was made for 
the 55 pilgrims who made the march, all the 
way. Their place of honor was on the sha¬ 
dows of the domed Capitol Building. Assem¬ 
blyman Phil Soto of La Puente arranged the 
setting that was covered by TV cameras from 
near and far. 

Among the thousands of persons there 
were some that came from as far as New 
York. At present, it seems that the fight 
that the National Farm Workers Association 



headed by Cesar, their Director, is start¬ 
ing to get recognition with the farmers. But 
Brown, who stated he would not be in Sac¬ 
ramento on Easter was at the Frank Sinatra 
home in Palm Springs. Another actor for 
Governor ? 

Seems that Sinatra was denied entry 
into Mexico last week. What gives? 

The people are upset at Brown's re¬ 
fusal to meet the farm workers in Sacra¬ 
mento on Easter shall have their day when 
elections come around in June. Will you 
show him how you feel, or wall you go against 
the feelings of the Mexican American, who 
is in the depths of poverty doing farm work 
for a living. 

NEW FORUM GROUP IN GILROY 

And on the brighter side, Gilroy, 
where problems are a common thing among 
the Mexican-American, has been organized 
into a GI Forum Chapter. They will be a 
great help to the community as the other 
chapters throughout the United States have 
done.

And 
if you read the newspapers last week, the 
Ladies Auxiliary picketed Brown when he 
made an appearance in Santa Clara. He had 
a nice Easter, did YOU?

Much has been written about the re¬ 
cent pilgrimage from Delano to Sacramento 
led by Cesar Chavez's NFWA (National 
Farm Workers Association), and the stri¬ 
kers' demands for social and economic jus¬ 
tice. Therefore, rather than be repetitious, 

I shall describe a few events that occurred 
the three weekends I took part. 

The night before the trek from Fresno 
to Madera, John Castro tricked his two sons 
into going along by saying it was to be a 
mountain hike; little did he guess they were 
to wake him at 3 AM eager to leave. We 
attended, with members of the Catholic 
Council for the Spanish Speaking, a special 
5 AM mass at Our Lady of Guadalupe given 
by Father Soto.

We were under 
the impression that only a rally was to be 
held that Sunday. Bernie Peña of Union City, 
our information source, neglected to say that 
we had to walk 16 miles to get there! As if 
they had been trained, the cattle harrassed 
us by kicking up a dust storm everytime we 
passed the cow pastures that day. 

Easter Sunday, again resorting tc 
deeds rather than mere words, the GI Forum 
backed its approval of the Huelga by partici¬ 
pating in the pilgrimage from West Sacra¬ 
mento to the Capitol steps. Most of its nor¬ 
thern California chapters showed up, and 
incidentally, even a Forumeer who traveled 
all the way from M ichigan. I aided the color 
guard from Richmond. Earlier, they were 
giving us a bad time because they were the

only chapter to bring along their flags and 
banner, but I notice they had to call on San 
Jose to help them carry their banners.

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Según cuenta la leyenda, Tezcatlipoca 
por medio de ardides saco a Quetzalcoatl de 
Tula y este se dirigió a Atcholollam, que 
quiere decir "lugar donde brota el agua" y 
que actualmente se llama Cholula y esta a 
pocos kilómetros de Puebla. 

En este lugar permaneció por espacio 
de veinte años Quetzalcoatl dedicado a inst¬ 
ruir a las gentes en las ciencias y en las añ- 
tes y antes de dirigirse al Golfo, para en¬ 
contrar a los mensajeros especiales que le¬ 
tra nsportarian a la tierra del Sol, dejo a 
cuatro de sus discípulos debidamente pre¬ 
parados para que mantuvieran encendida la 
antorcha del saber. 

Un gran templo fue erigido en honor 
del dios del viento, nombre que también le 
daban a Quetzalcoatl, y Cholula se convirtió 
en una ciudad poderosa, refugio de la cul¬ 
tura. Los oficiales y las artes renacieron a 
pesar de la ascendencia política de los az¬ 
tecas y a la llegada de los españoles su her¬ 
mosa cerámica ya justificaba su fama de di¬ 
estros alfareros y su renombre universal de 
artistas. Cholula no tuvo poderío militar y 
cuando el poderío azteca se extendió hacia 
el este, no pudo evitar su avance. Sin em¬ 
bargo aunque politicamente sucumbió y tuvo 
que pagar tributos y suministrar los guer¬ 
reros que se le pedían sus sacerdotes con¬ 
servaron su independencia. 

Muy a su pesar, los aztecas tuvieron 
que conceder a Quetzalcoatl a cuyo templo 
acudían peregrinos de toda el Imperio, un 
lugar preferente, puesto que representaba 
la cultura base de su civilización. 

Cuando Quetzalcoatl se dirigió a la 
tierra del Sol prometió volver y revivir las 
glorias de la antigua Tula. La llegada de los 
españoles por el este, cuya tez era blanca 
como la de Quetzalcoatl convenció a Mocte¬ 
zuma de que la promesa se habia cumplido 


y que Cortes era el dios que habia regresado 
de ah i de indecision de combatirlo y arro¬ 
jarlo ;il mar como le hubiera sido fácil ha¬ 
cerlo, concentrando sus fuerzas y actuando 
con decision. Cuando Moctezuma ideo des¬ 
truir a los espidióles a su paso por Cholula, 
Cortes conocio con anticipación el complot, 
dando lugar como resultado de esto a una de 
las mas grandes matanzas colectivas de in¬ 
dígenas. 

Antiguamente habia nueve edificios 
públicos en Cholula. El Tlaxiltenanco, lugar 
donde se administraba la justicia; tenia siete 
gradas por el lado sur y en ellas tomaban 
asiento los sacerdores por oden de dígnida- 
dades y categorías. El Tlaxelolco era el lu¬ 
gar que ocupaba la fuerza publica. El Chia- 
linco servia de antesala a las personas que 
tenían negocios pendientes con la justicia o 
solicitaban algún asunto por primera vez. 
El Tlatolanque o Palacio era el sitio qué 
ocupaban los Jueces. El Tipactitla estaba al 
norte del edificio anterior y era una especia 
de casa de salud donde s<e hacia curaciones 
y se daban medicamentos. La Telpilolla, 
que significa "Amarrarlo en la piedra del 
Castigo" era donde se aplicaba castigo de 
orden gubernativo. 

La fabrica de armas y objetos de ob¬ 
sidiana se llamaba Ixtenenetitla y su pro¬ 
ducción no era solo para el Ejercito cholul- 
teca sino que también servia para el mer¬ 
cado de v las demas tribus. 

Xihxinhtla era el sitio donde se guar¬ 
daban los estudios científicos, los anuarios, 
las notas cronológicas y las resoluciones 
jurídicas. El Palacio de Xayacatzin, Pro¬ 
curador general de la Nación, primer au¬ 
toridad civil, sirvió de alojamiento a Her¬ 
nán Cortes. 

Dé las cinco pirámides originales, 
actualmente solo esta a la vista una, la de 
Tepanapa y hay sobre ella una iglesia dedi¬ 
cada a la Virgen de los Remedios. En el 
presente año el gobierno federal dedica al¬ 
gunos millones a efecto de proseguir los 
trabajos de excavación y devolver un poco de 
la grandeza que en otro tiempo tuvieron es¬ 
tas pirámides.
